DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made in the receipt of the amendment filed October 23, 2008 and the 
information disclosure statement filed October 30, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 4-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the first and second elastically deformable elements adhering 
without interruption to the intermediate reinforcement, and wherein the intermediate 
reinforcement and the internal reinforcement each comprises a cylindrical central portion with a 
constant cross-section; or the second elastically deformable element comprising cells positioned 
within the recesses, the cells having a radial dimension less than a radial dimension of the 
recesses. Mayerbock et al. fail to anticipate or render obvious a cylindrical central portion with a 
constant cross section, since the spherical central portion allows cardanic movements to be 
performed easily.
